°j6urn was passed by the House by 
a'' small majority. 

• ''The fl^î^ lf hour ot the pro- 
ceedings was recorded for rebroad- 
cùt by the C.B.C. If approved, the 
bVoadcast will take place on' Mon- 
day evening at 9.30 p.m. 
At the beginning of the session, 
. bills were tabled asking for the 
reopening of the trials ot the Can- 
radian ' Fascist Leader Adrien Ar- 
cand, admission of immigrants to 
Canada on a quota basis, the ex- 
tension of the franchise to all 
Canadians reaching the age of 18, 
and penalties for racial or reli- 
gious discrimination in Industrial, 
cultural and other fields. 

Under the Housing Bill, the Fed- 
eral Government is, now empower- 
ed to proceed with a program-of 
low rental building to erect 50,000 
homes annually during the next 
five years. By passing the C.CJ. 
sub-amendment, the House deleted 
the specific billion dollar loan fig- 
ure sought by the L.P.P. govern 
ment. 

■ 'All parties strongly endorsed the 
main provision ot the bill. 

All parties strongly endorsed the 
principle that the need of houses for 
the Canadian people is of para- 
mount importance. The Liberal 
party felt that the Housing Bill was 
a compromise of L.P.P. principles 
and, therefore, supported the 
measure. Support for the.Bill^came 
also from the Progressive Conserva- 
tive party although they strongly 
denounced the Communist Govern- 
ment during the session. They had 
not proposed an amendment to the 
Bill because ^the main provisions 
were acceptable to them and they 
did not want to waste the time of 
the House on the discussion of 
minor details. The CC.F. party felt 
that the billion dollar loan was un- 
desirable because it would centre 
even more financial power in the 
hands ot large Institutions such as 
life insurance companies. 

.Professor Raphael Tuck acted as 
House Speaker for the session.

Council, and a member of tlie Executive of all 
Regular Committees. He shall represent the 
students and the University as well bs our re- 
presentative to the general public, the Graduates 
Society and the other universities. Remember 
these things and vole accordingly. — A. K. ■

Among the positions which will soon be con- 
tested on tlio campus is that of President of 
the Union. It. carries with it à greater degree 
of immediate responsibility than do most of 
the other posts for which elections are being 
held. It is the duty of the Union President, in 
collaboration with the Vice-President and the 
Secretaiy, who form the Union House Com- 
mittee, to see to it that the facilities of the 
building are kept available to the students. To 
do this it is first of all necessary for him to 
insure that the physical equipment of the -Union 
is properly looked after and that whatever ad- 
justments are needed from time to time be 
made. It thereby falls to him to allot to the 
employees whatever work has to be done. Ho 
has, in short, to see to it that the Union is 
maintained as a place which the male students 
càn use as their club and maintain it in such 
a way thai its use will be, on tho whole, satis- 
factory to them. 

Apart from these responsibilities to the 
students he has, at times, to use his judgment 
in doing what ho considers to be in the best in- 
terest of the University. Each year there aiise 
certain situations, the outcome of which will 
reflect to the Univeruty's credit or disadvan- 
tage. How he handles these situations will in 
the last analysis depend on how he thinks 
along the .linos in question. 
• In casting their votes, therefore, the students 
will do well to consider whether they arc 
entrusting their interests to a man who has 
the practical abilities to perform wisely the 
routine duties and to act in a way on more 
difficult decisions in which they themselves 
would act were tl'iey in \m position.

Symphoniques 

Three 'Montreal musicians dis- 
tinguished themselves Tuesday 
night when they appeared with 
the Concerts Symphoniques orch- 
estra. Desire Defauw conducting, 
ii} a program of Bach, Brahms and 
Beethoven. 

Harve Baillargeon, the orch- 
estra's first flautist was featured 
in Bach's B-Minor Suite for flute 
and orchestra. At times tho orch- 
estra drowned tho solo Initrument, 
but beyond this technical faaillng, 
Mr 3allIargeon's playing was 
superb. The orchestra too has 
learnt a good deal about the' play- 
ing of Bach. Although the full poi-. 
sifallltlea of Bach'a orchestral genius 
have not yet been exploited by 
this orchestra,, the difference bo 
tween the recent concert and pre- 
vious rendition of similar works 
was marked. 

Alexander Brott and Roland Le 
duc played Brahnu' Concerto for 
Violin and Violoncello last Tues- 
day. This, one of Brahms' most 
passionate and turbulent works 
needs a tremendous amount of 
precision on the part of the soloists 
The lovely second movement was 
played with exceptional beauty. 

That Mr. Defauw'a Interpreta- 
tion of Beethoven has undergone 
a considerable change since the 
initial disapproval of Chicago 
muslc-lovera and Germans seems 
evident. Beethoven's seventh sym- 
phony, that mighty work, seemed 
almost Impressive enough on 
Tuesday. It still lacks the force 
which can be instilled Into it by a 
more disciplined orchestra. 

Nevertheless, the last movement, 
marked Allegro con brio, made up 
for a lot. That mad dance which 
almost brings a sensitive audience 
to their feet every time it is play-
